Brief Farts About House H ies 
Like most other common insects, 
the house fly passes through four 
stages of development—egg. grub 
(larva), 
pupa 
and 
fly. 
If 
these 
stages of its life cycles are better 
understood, the dangerous house fly 
may be more effectively controlled. 
In fact, the ultim ate solution of 
the fly problem cannot be realized 
until more em phasis is placed on 
combat of the larval stage. 
House flies propagate m ainly in 
horse m anure heaps, although many 
come from open toilets, garbage 
heaps and containers’ and sim ilar 
decaying 
and 
ferm enting 
wastes. 
T h at the fly is rapidly decreasing 
in numbers in towns and cities since 
the advent of the automobile has 
reduced the num ber of horses Is 
evidence th at propagation in horse 
m anure was the most productive 
source. 
T its recognized fact suggests that 
farm ers and other owners of horses 
should keep stables screened and 
either distribute m anure frequently 
to distant fields or keep it stored in 
well constructed covered pits. There 
Is, of course, a simple and effective 
method of treating heaps of horse 
m anure with a good larvicide to kill 
thepupating forms. 
One of the better larvicides for 
this purpose is hellebore, dissolved 
a t the rate of I pound to 20 gallons 
of water and applied a t the rate of 
I gallon to each cubic foot of m a­ 
nure. T its destroys unhatched fly 
eggs in addition to killing newly 
hatched grubs. 
All outdoor toilets, uncovered gar­ 
bage and other m aterials likely to 
propagate flies or lure them to feed 
should be dusted daily in hot wea­ 
ther with borax. Lime In this role, 
although widely employed, is al­ 
most wholly worthless.

Of course, screening continues a 
"m ust” for safety against house 
flies. Housewives should refuse to 
patronize careless grocers who fail 
to utilize screens to protect exposed 
foods from flies. Screens are profit­ 
able investments in hum an health 
and comfort. If the mesh is close, 
screens will bar mosquitoes also. 
Sticky paper is another effective 
way to capture flies. T ie editor will 
be glad to furnish readers with di­ 
rections for making fly paper at 
home. 
But what about the widely pub­ 
licized use of DDT as a cure-all for 
house flies? 
T i is new insecticide, when ap­ 
plied to porch ceilings, screens, doors 
and other surfaces where flies com­ 
monly congregate is an excellent way 
to reduce flies. It should be appled 
in a five-per-cent strength, one 
application rem aining effective for 
several weeks at least. It should be 
applied with care to avoid breath­ 
ing the fumes or perm itting them 
to come in contact with exposed 
areas of the skin. T ie idea is this; 
Flies are killed when they walk on 
surfaces coated with DDT residue. 
Safety suggests that DDT be applied 
with extreme care where foods are 
kept or on surfaces where foods are 
likely to be placed in the future.

In H arrisburg, a series of elec­ 
trical and thunderstorm s dropped I 
th e tem p eratu re to a com fortable I

96. T he w eath er bureau predicted 
a low of 68 degrees for the day.

Trees were uprooted 
and flagstone walks washed out. 
The storm s caused considerable 
dam age to property in th e H arris­ 
burg area but th e 1.55 inches of 
rainfall helped crops and Victory j 
gardens.
